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Cwo Stages of Christ's Coming 


HE first will be when He comes in 

the air to translate the Church; the 
second is the time He comes to set up His 
kingdom on earth. There will be sevcn 
years between the two stages of His 
coming. That is the period called “Dan- 
icl’s seventicth week.” The Lord’s com- 
ing for His Church is as follows: 1 
Thess. 4:16, 17, “For the Lord himself 
shall descend with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of Ged: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: Then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up togeth.r 
with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air; and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord.” 

Who will be taken at this stage? “But 
every man in his own order: Christ th2 
firstfruits; afterward they that are 
Christ’s at his coming,” 1 Cor. 15:23. 
Four one-syllable words tell us exactly 
who will be taken, “They that are 
Christ’s.” 

What will happen after the Church 
is caught up to mect the Lord in the 
air? The seven-year period wiil begin 
during which the antichrist will re-gn. 
At the end of this period the Lord wi.l 
RETURN and set up His kingdom in 
Jerusalem. That will be the second stage 
of His coming. Zech. 14:4, “And his 
feet shall stand in that day upon the 
mount of Olives, which is before Jeru- 
salem on the east, and the mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof 
toward the east and toward the west, and 
there shall be a very great valley; and 
half of the mountain shall remove to- 
ward the north, and half of it toward 
the south.” Verses 8 and 9, “And it 
shall be in that day, that living waters 
shall go out from Jerusalem, . . . And 
the Lord shall be king over all the 
earth.” Verse 16, “And it shall come to 
pass, that every one that is left of all 
the nations which came against Jerusa- 
lem shall even go up from year to year, 
to worship the King, the Lord of hosts.” 

When we read of such events taking 
place when Christ returns, how utterly 
foolish it sounds for some to say that 
the second coming of Christ is the new 
birth or the believer’s death or the com- 


ing of the Holy Spirit on the day of . 


Pentecost. The second coming will he 
just as literal as was His first coming. 
We have absolute assurance that the 
prophecies of Daniel and the Revelat’cn 
remain unfulfilled and that they will 
be literally fulfilled. 

Two Stages of Christ’s Coming 

It said that Israel would be scattered 
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among the nations, and that has been 
fulfilled. Lev. 26:32-42, “And I will 
bring the land into desolation: and your 
enemies which dwell therein shall be 
astcnished at it. And I will scatter ycu 
among the heathen, and will draw out a 
sword after you: and your land shall 
be desolat2 and your cities waste .. . If 
they shall confess thcir iniquity . . 
Then will. I remember my covenant.” 
The God that predicted the scatter- 
ing of the children of Israel also pre- 
dicted the regathering of Israel to her 
own land. That is beng fulfilled before 
our eyes every day as rapidiy as immi- 
gration rest.ictions will permit. The 
Jews are going back in unbelief today. 


“They shall accept of their punishment 


for their iniquity. 

Lev. 26:43-45, “Because they despised 
my judgments, and because their soul ab- 
horred my statues. And yet for all that, 
when they be in the land of their enemies, 
I will net cast them away, ... for I am 
the Lord their Ged. But I will for ther 
sakes remember th: covenant of ther 
ancestors, whom I brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt in the sight of the 
heathen, that I might be their God: I 
am the Lord.” 

Isaiah 43:5, 6. “Fear not: for I am 
with thee: I will bring thy seed from 
the east, and gather thee from the west; 
I will say to the north, Give up; and 
to the south, Keep not back: bring my 
sons from far, and my daughters from 
the ends of the earth!” 

The time known as the great tribula- 
tion will be a severe time for the people 
of Israel. During that time the greatest 
war in all history wil take place. Rev. 
9:16, “And the number of the army 
of the horsemen were two hundred thou- 
sand thousand: and I heard the number 
of them.” 

Two hundred million soldiers from 
all the nations will participate in that 
war. The dead toll will be one-third of 
the world’s population. “By this was the 
third part of men killed,” Rev. 9:18. 

The decisive battle will be fought in 
Palestine on the plains of Esdraelon. This 
will be the battle of Armageddon. The 
deaths of the Jews will be twice that of 
the Gentiles. 

Zech. 13:9, “And I will bring the 
third part through the fire, and will re- 
fine them as silver is refined, and will 
try them as gold is tried: they shall call 
on my name and I will hear them: I 
will say, It is my people: and they shall 
say, The Lord is my God.” 

The remnant of Israel that will te 


saved will be one-third of their popula- 
tion. In Romans 9:27 we are told that 
a remnant shall be saved. 

God has not cast away His people. 
Elias made intercession before God 
against Israel, saying, “Lord, they have 
killed the prophets and digged down 
thine altars, and I am left alone and 
they seek my life,” but the Lord had an 
answer ready for him. He said, “I have 
reserved unto myself seven thousand men 
who have not bowed their knees to Baal, 
even so that at this present time also 
there is a remnant of Israel accord.ng: to 
the election of grace.” 

Every inhabitant of the earth during 
the great tribulation will be forced to 
wear the mark of the beast or be under 
a death sentence. No man is allowed to 
buy or sell save he that has the mark 
of the beast or the number of his name. 
If anyonz worships the beast or his image 
or receives his mark in his forehead or in 
his hand, the same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God. 

A problem arises here about those 
who do not take the mark of the beast. 
They will be doomed to starvation as 
they can neither buy nor sell, and those 
who receive the mark are eternally 
damned. But God has promised to save 
a remnant and He will intervene as He 
has done on many occasions. He will 
fulfill His promise if He has to change 
maps of the wo:ld or dethrone kings of 
the earth. Just as God supernaturally 
sustained Israel in the days of Moses for 
forty years, He will sustain them for 
three and a half years during the great 
tribulation period. Rev. 12:13, 14, “And 
when the dragon saw that he was cast 
unto the earth, he persecuted the woman 
which brought forth the man child. And 
to the woman were given two wings of 
a great eagle, that she might fly into 
the wilderness, into her place, where she 
is nourished for a time, and times, and 
half a time, from the face of the ser- 
pent.” 

I believe that for three and a half 
years the Lord will sustain Israel with 
manna from heaven as He did in the 
days of Moses. The prayer for daily 
bread will be answered. The Holy Spirit 
has chosen words with absolute precision 
and I do not believe there is a superflu- 
ous word in the Scriptures, as recorded 
by the holy men of God upon whom 
the Spirit moved. The manna came down 
daily. It will be for daily bread that 
Israel will pray in the great tribulation. 
This prayer is recorded in Matt. 6:9-13.

The deliverance of Mr. Rickenbacker 
and his party from death in the South 
Pacific has made a great impression on 
the public; however, the greatest im- 
pression, as it should be, was made upon 
those who constituted that party.

Demands for Bible Increase 
When men face the realities of an 
unknown future, they know of but one 
source to which to turn, and that is to 
God; therefore the demand for Bibles 
is incident to a desire to know about 
God. In 1941 the American Bible So- 
ciety distributed 8,096,977 volumes of 


Scripture, the largest reported total 
since 1931 and 35% over 1940. The 
census bureau reports that 2,500,000 


more Bibles, Testaments and parts of 
Bibles were published in 1939 than in 
1937, in which year there were 5,579,- 
137 Bibles, Testaments and part Bibles 
published. making a total of 7,947,848 
Bibles, Testaments, etc., published in 
1939. The same report of census reveals 
that books of fiction dropped off nearly 
§0% during the same period. Volumes 
of fiction in 1937 were 25,454,135 as 
against 13,511,181 in 1939. Thank Ged 
for that. Men are always helped wken 
they turn from the unreal things to the 
realities of life. The Gideons have pur- 
chased 5,050,000 Bibles for the specific 
purpose of delivery to the armed forces 
in the U. S. Army. It is notably reported 
that in Germany the demand for Bibles 
has increased from 50% to 70% each 
year since 1934. It is also reported that 
400,000 Scriptures have been distributed 
in destitute churches in France and 
Belgium. The American Bible Society 
has placed an order for 2,000,000 New 
Testaments especially prepared for sol- 
diers, sailors and marines. To this num- 
ber must be added another 2,000,000 
New Testaments ordered by the Gi7eons 
for the armed forces. After science, 
philosophy and weird and pseudo politi- 
cal vagaries have had their say, it re- 
mains that the only dependable word 
of testimony is the Word of God. From 
it men gather hope, when from the 
standpoint of men “it is impossible.” 
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Limited: Predestination

If both of the extreme views of pre- 


destination are incorrect, then the 
scriptural view must be somewhere 
between the two. That absolutely 


NOTHING has been decreed to come 
to pass by an unchangeable purpose, but 
that the cause for all things is to be 
found in the things themselves, being 
unaffected by the external purpose and 
plan of God, is the extreme negative 
view called “absolute indeterminism.” 
You may recall the inconsistency of this 
theory from the previous article. “That 
absolutely EVERYTHING has been de- 


creed to come to pass by an unchange- * 


able purpose, being from all etern ty 
foreordained and predetermined by Di- 
vine Will” is the extreme positive view 
called ‘absolute predestination.” The 
falsity of this theory was also given in 
the previous article. 


As To Fact 

There can be no argument against 
the fact that the Word of God teaches 
that the doctrine of predestination exists 
in some form. Rom. 8:29, “For whom 
h: did foreknow, he also did PREDES- 
TINATE to be conformed to the image 
of his Son.” Eph. 1:11, “In whom also 
we have obtained an inheritance, be:nz 
PREDESTINATED according to the 
purpose of him who worketh all th’ngs 
after the counsel of his own will.” These 
verses declare that the plan of God con- 
tains a form of predestination. In each 
of the above scriptures the word “pre- 
destinate” comes from the Greek word 
“proorizo” meaning “to limit in ad- 
vance” or “predetermine.” In the face of 
such facts it would be useless to offer 
an argument against it. 


The Next Question 
Since predestination is a Bible doc- 
trine, the next question follows by 
necessity. TO WHAT EXTENT DO 
THE SCRIPTURES TEACH THIS 
DOCTRINE? Well, there can be only 
the answer and a single moment of 


serious and searching thought will re- 
veal that answer. If the EXTREME 


NEGATIVE VIEW of predestination is- 


false, and the EXTREME POSITIVE 
VIEW |of predestination is also false, 
then the truth inevitably lies between 
these two extremes. Consequently, any 
theory between the two extremes would 
necessarily be LIMITED, since it could 
not be “absolute” without being one of 
the “extremes.” 
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Now, up to this point we have shown 
two facts: first, that the Bible teaches 
a form of PREDESTINATION, and, 
second, that the form of predestination 
which the Bible teaches is LIMITED; 
thus we have LIMITED PREDESTI- 
NATION. As to how limited this doc- 
trine may be is a matter of degree, de- 
pending altogether on the position it 
occupies between the two extremes. 


A Limitation 

If predestination is limited, then it 
is necessarily confined to certain re- 
strictions, thus a BOUNDARY is es- 
tablished over which the “things re- 
stricted” cannot affect nor pass unto 
the “things not restricted.” We must 
conclude, therefore, that only SOME 
things are predetermined while other 
things are not, otherwise there would te 
no boundary. But there must be also a 
boundary if the doctrine is limited. And 
we know it is limited simply because 
the two extreme absolutes are unreason- 
able, nonscriptural, and impossible, as 
shown in the article of last week. 


Procedure of Proof 

Since the extent of predestination is 
limited, our next step is to discover the 
confines to which such limitations are 
restricted. In other words, let’s find the 
“boundary line” dividing the limited 
and the unlimited. If this can be done, 
then a proper understanding of predes- 
tination is possible. To make sure that 
we commit no errors in our attempt to 
discover this boundary, we shall first 
look for the “indetermined,” that part 
of God’s plan which is not predestinated. 


Individual Indeterminism 


HERE IS THE FIRST OF A TWO- 
FOLD ARGUMENT: That part of 
God’s plan which is not predestined has 
to do with personal decisions and indi- 
vidual choice. That is, a person’s destiny 
is not settled for him, but rather he, 
himself, settles it for himself. The fu- 
ture of the human soul is not prede- 
termined by God at all, but is left to 
each and all individuals as a matter of 
personal selection and choice. 

Cain 

The first-born child gave unto the 
Lord an offering, not of blood, but of 
“his own works.” For this reason God 
had no respect for Cain’s offering. In 
response to being rejected he became 
angry and his countenance fell. “And 
the Lord said unto Cain, Why art thou 
wroth? and why is thy countenance 
fallen? If thou doest well, shalt thou not 
be accepted? and if thou doest not well, 
sin lieth at the door. And unto thee shall 
be his desire, and thou shalt rule over 
him,” Gen. 4:6, 7. 

Does not the above quotation prove 
that the destiny of Cain was left to his 
own discretion? Was he not allowed to 
choose between two alternatives when 
the Lord told him, “If thou doest well, 
shalt thou not be accepted? and if thou 
doest not well, sin lieth at the door’? 
There is certainly no predestination of 
choice included in this statement. 


“And unto thee shall be his desire, 
and thou shalt rule over him,” said the 
Lord to Cain. Does this clause read like 
God was forcing Cain to be disobedient? 
You see, it was Cain who possessed the 
birthright for he was the first-born. 
Of course, it was possible to transfer 
the birthright by selling it to another, 
or to lose the- birthright by misconduct 
(1 Chr. 5:1); Anyway, the Lord said, 
“Unto thee shall be his desire.” In other 
words, the rights of the first-born would 
remain with Cain, the blessing and ap- 
proval of God as desired by Abel would 
be given to Cain, and the Messianic line 
would be reckoned from him and his 
posterity. “If thou doest well, shalt thou 
not be accepted? . . . and thou shalt rule 
over him.” It was God’s perfect and 
divine will for Cain to secure the “first 
blessings” of the Lord, but because of 
the conduct of his own choice he was 
finally denied and rejected. Does that 
sound like everything is according to 
the will of God? It is evident that the 
way of Cain was contrary to God’s will.

The plan of redemption was made for 
all. Opportunity for salvation is not 
limited to a “few men,” but the scrip- 
ture says ANY MAN. John 7:37b, 38, 
“If ANY MAN thirst, let him come

Dr. Dean Dutton Speaks at The Bible Training School 








(Summary of the first section of the 
lecture THE MAN OF GALILEE, 
given by Dr. Dean Dutton at Bible 
Training School Sunday morning, Jan- 
uary 31.) 

Isaiah §3:3-5; Col. 1. 

When the great ocean liners come in- 
to the port at New York, they never 
come in with their own pilot. They 
anchor outside and send a wireless in 
for an experienced pilot. Presently you 
see a tugboat chugging out to the ship. 
A rope ladder is thrown down to this 
boat and when the pilot comes up every- 
body stands back. This experienced pi'ot 
takes the wheel and guides the ship in- 
to the harbor. 

Out there in the infinite immensity 
lies the great harbor of the universe. We 
are sailing towards that great harbor 
and we have been given a Pilot to lead 
us. We are to stand back and let Him 
take the wheel. I want you to see that 
Pilot in a new way so that you may 
have a different vision of the Man of 
Galilee. 

The Man of Galilee did not begin in 
this life two thousand years ago, but He 
stepped out into this universe from an 
eternity of tremendous creative cx- 
perience, as the symbol of God Himself. 
The Man of Galilee is not only a per- 
son, but He is a dynamic force. Chris- 
tianity isn’t just a religion; it is a dy- 
namic force. Christianity is not an idea 
of formality, but a pulsing, throbb’ng 
power. That individual who is lost in 
the great embrace of Jesus is also a dy- 
namic force. If you come completely 
under the spell of this great person:lity, 
you are in line with the greatest force 
of this universe. There may be.-p-ozly 
who have greater riches thin you have, 
but if you are in touch with Jesus you 
are in touch with everything worth- 
while and great. 

So much has been made of glamor, 
excitement, vivid color, and other allure- 
ments in the world that when we take 
our place at the foot of the cross and 
give up the world and worldly things, 
we may feel that we are edging our- 
selves into almost nothing. We think 
we are endangering ourselves and going 
to things that are small, but when we 
edge down to humility we are leaded 
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for the great thrills of the universe 
found in Christ Jesus. Instead of think- 
ing you have come to nothing, you 
should hold up your chin, throw back 
your shoulders and make your way 
down the highway, for Jesus is the Fi'ot 
who will guide you into the infinite 
ha:bor of tomorrow. 

In considering the Man of Galilee, we 
think first of His coming into the world, 
which was as beautiful as a symphony. 
When it was time for Him to come into 
the world, He did not come in a spec- 
tacular way. He could have come in a 
chariot of fire or on clouds of glory, 
but He spurned all of that. He chose 
to be born of a lovely woman who 
had by her side a man who was so con- 
siderate that he knew her not until she 
had given birth to this child who was 
to be called Jesus. Everything about the 
coming of the Man of Galilee was as 
beautiful as a symphony. 

Second, He was as rugged as the 
mountains from whence He came. He 
was strong and worked on the mounta:n- 
side cutting down cedars and taking 
them to the carpenter shop where He 
worked. It was no weakling that could 
go out on the mountains and do these 
things. It was no ordinary man that 
could go into the places that He went. 
It was no weakling that could stand in 
the market place and speak to the 
throngs who followed Him while the 
Pharisees plotted with the Roman sol- 
diers to take Him. He was.a magn’fi- 
cent man. If you want a real setting 
for gentleness and kindness, put it in a 
rugged frame. Jesus was a broad-shoul- 
dered man; He was a_ sweaty-browed 
man; He was a child’s kind of a man; 
He was a woman’s kind of a man; He 
was a man’s kind of a man; He was a 
man! 

Third, Jesus climbed the hcights of 
human rapture. Exquis:te rapture is a 
normal thing for a soul that is perfect- 
ly in tune with the majesty of truth. 
Jesus was a magnificent illustration of 
that. He knew what it meant to be 
truthful and honest. No matter where 


‘Jesus was, it was a cathedral. He knew 


the riches of communion with God and 
frequently spent nights in prayer. There 
are twenty-seven references to the 


prayer life of Jesus in the New Testa- 
ment. In the depth of the heart of the 
Man of Galilee was the joy of a great 
power and a creative sympathy. He 
knew the rich experiences of life; His 
soul was ever ringing with touches of 
sublime rapture. 

Fourth, the Man of Galilee experienced 
the depths of human anguish. He was a 
lonely man. He was homeless. He was 
poor. When the time came for His poll 
tax to be paid—the simplest of all taxes 
—He was broke. One of His disciples 
was sent to get the necessary money 
from the mouth of a fish. He was alone 
in Gethsemane, and you must remember 
that Jesus almost died there. There was 
such a pressure upon that heart that 
the blood oozed forth from the pores of 
His skin. You and I are ready to do 
almost anything and do it alone, but 
when we come to die we do not want 
to be alone. When the death dew is cn 
our brow we want someone to hold our 
hand and soothe our brow and face 
death with us: but Jesus was alone in 
the Garden. He was alone when they 
mobbed Him, by friends forsaken, anJ 
bet-ayed by one who had professed to 
be His friend. His trial was absolutely 
unfair. He was mocked unmercifully. 
Thev started to smite His face but they 
could not stand to look into those lov- 
ing eyes, so they blindfolded Him and 
even spit in His face. They scourged 
Him with a scourge made of thirty- 
nine green rawhide strips—there is noth- 
ing more cruel than rawhide. The sol- 
diers beat Him with these until every 
b'ow must have brought forth many 
bleeding wounds. Then they brought 
the cross, but Jesus fell under the load 
and someone else carrizd it up the 
rugged, winding road to Calvary. They 
nailed Him to the cross and dropped it 
with a thud into the hole. Hours passed 
and fever began to develon. When He 
thirsted they offered Him vinegar 
mixed with bitterness—who ever heard 
of vinegar to quench thirst? The last 
thing He heard was the cry of His 
mother; and with His last bit of 
strength He cried, “Take care of my 
mother.” The last thing He saw was 
the Roman soldiers quarrelling over His

HE above extracts were taken from 

the fourth chapter of Micah, and I 
believe they are highly applicable to the 
following remarks which I would like 
to be able to embed in the minds of 
every United States citizen. 

Today we hear quite a lot of talk 
concerning the morale of our armed 
forces. Our newspapers and magazines 
are continually printing articles and 
broadcasting 
speeches and programs to encourage our 
sailors and soldiers. This is all well and 
good, but after being stationed in Army 
camps in six different sections of the 
United States and being in daily ccn- 
tact with thousands of soldiers from 
every state in the Union, L-have come 


to the conclusion that their morale is 
the greatest in the world today and 
bordering the 100 per cent mark. 

Now our problem is—How to cheer 
up the folks at home and elevate the 
civilian morale. WHY? Your letters are 
not full of the old tang, or as eager as 
those of two years ago. You speak of 
fears about our losing this war and 
longing for our return. 

Let your minds span the history back 
to Plymouth Rock. Since that time we 
have never lost a war and most assured- 
ly we WILL NOT lose this one. There 
isn’t a man in uniform, who salutes Old 
Glory at the close of each day, who 
would be willing to return home untl 
the world of today is purged from the 
war-crazed, demon-possessed people who 
have caused the present catastrophe of 
world-wide conflict. 

We hear the clamoring today on all 
hands, “Give US a second front.” Look 
at the 9th verse, “Now why dost thou 
cry out aloud? is there no king in thee? 
is thy counsellor perished?” meaning, 
“Forget your fears and rash opinions; you 
have leaders, accept their guidance with 
confidence, and be patient.” 

Every day our news reports tell us 
that a new strike is started. This, my 
friends, means another blow in favor of 
the enemy, and without any cost to him.

He that believeth 
on me, as the scripture hath said, out 
of his belly shall flow rivers of living 
water.” If any man desires salvation he 
may receive the same. God has not des- 
tined a designated number to be saved. 
The person who thinks so cannot believe 
in the “universal grace of God.” It so 
happens that the advocates of “‘indi- 
vidual predestination” do not sponsor a 
program of foreign missions on account 
of their disbelief in the universality of 
God’s grace. Such an idea is quite 
contrary to Jesus’ command, “Go ye 
into ALL THE WORLD and preach 
the gospel to EVERY CREATURE.” 

7 Whosoever Will 

Because of the fact that Jesus asked 
His disciples to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature, we 
must conclude that salvation is a free 
gift of God to all who believe on Jesus 
Christ. If it is impossible for some to 
believe, why did Jesus specify “every 
creature”? 

Listen to John tell about the “univer- 
sal salvation for every creature.” Rev. 
22:17, “And the Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let HIM THAT HEAR- 
ETH say, Come. And let HIM THAT 
IS ATHIRST come. And WHOSO- 
EVER WILL, let him take the water 
of life freely.” Thanks be to God, it 
doesn’t say whosoever has been predes- 
tinated, but ‘whosoever will.” That 
means YOU, brother, if you WILL; that 
means EVERY CREATURE if he 
WILL. To say that the individual will 
has nothing to do with individual re- 
demption is to say that John was not 
inspired to write the book of Revela- 
tion. 

The Will of God 

All right, reader, just what is the 
will of God as to the number He would 
have saved? Peter settles this questicn 
once and for all time. Turn to 2 Peter 
3:9, “The Lord is not slack concerning 
his promise, as some men count slack- 
ness; but is longsuffering to us-ward, 
NOT WILLING THAT ANY SHOULD 
PERISH, BUT THAT ALL SHOULD 
COME TO REPENTANCE.” 

Just a minute, sir, don’t get mad and 
run off. You nor I nzither one is re- 
sponsible for these words, so let’s main- 
tain our self-control. Now here: if the 
Word of God says that the Lord is net 
willing that any should perish, why 
should we be so dogmatic and unreason- 
able as to say that it is His will for 
some to go to hell? This verse plainly 
states that it is NOT the Lord’s will 
for ANY to perish. 

Jesus said, “Except ye repent ye shall 
all likewise perish,” Luke 13:3. Now, 
Mr. Absolute Predestinationist, if you 
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contend that God’s will forces some to 
perish, then you must also admit that 
God’s will forbids some to repent. But 
is not your position rather precarious in 
the face of Peter’s statement? Does not 
the same verse in 2 Peter say that it is 
God’s will that ALL should come to 
repentance. “The Lord is * * * * * not 
willing that any should perish but that 
ALL SHOULD COME TO REPENT- 
ANCE.” In other words, it is God’s will 
for everyone to repent and be saved. 

Oh, but preacher, have you forgotten 
that the word “‘all” does not mean “all” 
every time, but just “all of whatever 
it is talking about”? Yes, friend, I un- 
derstand about the meaning of the word 
“all,” but has it not occurred to you 
that this verse is against you just any- 
way you interpret it? It says that it is 
the Lord’s will that “ALL should come 
to repentance.” All of whom? All who 
have not repented, of course. Everycne 
who has repented has salvat’on and ev- 
eryone who has not repented is certain- 
ly out of the will of God, therefore, it 
must necessarily be the will of God for 
all to repent and that none should per- 
ish. 

The Boundary 

Well, I believe we can agree that some 
things are not absolutely predetermined; 
namely, THE PERSONAL SELEC- 
TION AND CHOICE OF EVERY 
INDIVIDUAL IN REGARD TO 
THE SALVATION OR CONDEMNA- 
TION OF ANY HUMAN SOUL. God 
has provided mankind with intelligence, 
conscience, and free will, by which he 
may pilot his own soul from this earthly 
shore to the one that is heavenly. The 
doctrine of predestination is limited in- 
somuch as it does not include all things. 

It must not be forgotten, however, 
that the same boundary which excludes 
certain things, must by necessity include 
other things. That which the doctrine 
of predestination does include is the 
second phase of my twofold argument 
which will be treated in the third arti- 
cle of this series in the Evangel. I re- 
gret that I have had to extend this sub- 
ject, but it is either to do that or not 
explain it at all—and I prefer explain- 
ing it. I hope you will profit in some 
way by these words.

denly breaks its way upon them. I sup- 
pose they were aware of the approach- 
ing storm, even as we are of the storm 
of tribulation that will present itself 
upon this nation soon. It is said that 
when the eagle sees an approaching 
storm, she begins to pick the dead feath- 
ers from her wings and prepares to fly 
above the storm. So we have a glorious 
opportunity to escape the tribulation if 











we will take heed to the prophet Isaiah’s 
words (Isa. 26:20), “Come, my people, 
enter thou into thy chambers, and shut 
thy doors about thee; hide thyself as it 
were for a little moment, until the in- 
dignation be overpast.” 

Today when we see the lightning flash- 
ing and hear the thunder rolling, we 
know that there is danger. Neither are 
we blind to the fact that we can con- 
tinually see God’s signposts pointing 
and giving us the information that the 
end of time is near at our doors. 

These precious disciples of Jesus were 
caught on the ocean trying to brave 
their way to the other side. Not only 
did the storm arise to give them trouble, 
but the winds were also contrary. 

It was a contrary spirit that caused 
the fall of Adam from his holy estate 
and caused other well-noted Bible char- 
acters to seem to err. It was a contrary 
spirit that caused Paul to be placed in 
jail, but about midnight he could s’ng. 
Thank God for men of courage that 
could sing at the darkest hour. Can we 
do that today? 

It takes the curtains of darkness to 
bring out the brightest glow of the 
beautiful stars, so it may take great 
tribulations to bring some people to 
God. Even the Roman walls of imprison- 
ment couldn’t shake Paul’s hope or 
ambition, for he said, “I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high call- 
ing of God in Christ Jesus.” Phil 3:14. 

I believe that the disciples were press- 
ing against a contrary wind and when 
their hope was almost gone we find in 
the fourth watch of the night that there 
is a new character also on the sea. Je- 
sus came to rescue His disciples from 
the storm and we know that He will 
rescue us also. The sea in this scene is 
a good type of time and we are just 
vessels sailing the sea of time. Some 
vessels may be large or small, swift or 
slow, but somewhere our life’s carcer 
will end and may it be said unto us as 
Jesus said unto Peter when Peter said, 
“Lord, if it be thou, bid me come unto 
thee on the water,” and He said, 
“Come.” There wasn’t only a call for 
Peter to come, but He said, ‘““Come unto 
me, all ye that labor and are heavy laden 
and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you and learn of me, for I am 
meek and lowly in heart, and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls. For my yoke 
is easy and my burden is light,” Matt. 
11:28-30. 

Sometimes there are personal invita- 
tions, but let us take heed to the blessed 
Lamb of God who gave Himself for us; 
He who gave His back to the smiters 
and His cheeks to them that plucked 
out the hair. Let us listen not only to 
a personal but to a universal call that 
has echoed and re-echoed through the 
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ages of time when He said, “Whosoever 
will let him take the water of life free- 
ly,” and when this life’s darkest night 
has turned into eternity’s fairest day, 
let us think of the scripture, “For lo 
the winter is past, the rain is over and 
gone,” then all storms of life will be 
over and life’s contrary winds will for- 
ever cease.

Remember, He has everything to 
bring to you in the friendship; no more 
interesting personality will you ever 
find.
